Action Promised 


The news as given on the front page of this issue 
that the long-neglected stretch of Highway 23 from 
C&rmangay to the Comer Store will be gravelled im¬ 
mediately will be welcomed, particularly by those 
whose business or farm location makes it necessary to 
constantly use this route. 

Representations by our local M.L.A. and mount¬ 
ing public indignation over the state of the highway 
appear to finally have had some effect, although just 
why the Department of Highways would allow a once- 
good road to deteriorate to such an extent is an un¬ 
answered question. We trust that the Department's 
promise that contracts for gravelling will be let “im¬ 
mediately” can be taken literally, and that there will 
not be a delay of weeks or months before this is done. 

Recognition of the fact that a heavier maintainor is 
needed if the road is to be lifept m a reasonably good 
conditig»-*#as also overdliejand the proper use of the 
promised new maintainer should result in an improve¬ 
ment. 

Re-gravelling of the highway and proper equip¬ 
ment to maintain it were urgent needs, but we ilupe 
that the promised improvement in Highway 23 will not 
in any way interfere with or delay the development of 
this route as part of a main hard-surfaced north-south 
provincial highway. The constant breakdown of High¬ 
way 2, due as much to the heavy traffic it bears as to 
its poor construction, makes the need for an alterna¬ 
tive north-south hard-surfaced route increasingly ur¬ 
gent.

Early Election Likely 


News that Prime Minister Louis St. Laurent will 
visit Alberta in mid-July, stopping at Edmonton and 
Calgary only, on a quick tour of the four western 'pro¬ 
vinces, lends strength to the commonly held belief that 
a dominion election can be expected in August. 

Mr St. Laurent will concentrate his efforts in the 
east, it is reported, where there are more seats at 
stake. Ontario has 85 seats in the House, Quebec 75. 
All four western provinces together have only 70 seats 
and the Maritimes 33. 

It appears that there will be a five-way contest m 
the Macleod federal riding, which is presently repre¬ 
sented by E. G. Hansell (Social Credit). Mr. Hansell is 
a sure bet to again get the Social Credit nomination 
and the other four parties have already nominated 
their candidates. J. J. McIntyre of Coleman will oe the 
Liberal standard-bearer, W. C. Cooper of Nanton is 
the Progressive-Conservative choice, Leslie Howard of 
Claresholm has been named C.C.F. cand' late and

Grandma Rides Again

We who live and love a cow¬ 
boy's life say "Howdy" and a 
great big "Tharik you" to the Milo 
folks who showed stfch a true 
western spirit on our soggy cattle 
drive to the community pasture. 

We know the ways of the old 
west tiave passed, but western hos 
pltallty still reigns supreme at 
Milo. It is a grand gesture to reach 
out a helping hand to someone 
stuck in the mud. 

Urandma Rules Again 

When my wife (whom we shall 
dub Grandma) and I were pulling 
up the latigos on our broncs 
(broncs being thoroughbred mares 
and getting ready to drive the cat¬ 
tle to the lease, Grandma says, "It 
looks like rain.” "Yea'h," I says, 
“probably just a shower," Well it 
was, but that darn shower lasted 
five or six days. 

We were arguing just like every 
hubsand r and wife does. Grandma 
was riding Lily of the Valley as 
usual and she says "I wouldn’t 
take a thousand dollars for this 
mare.“ Well, I didn’t have a thou¬ 
sand dollars so I just let that slip. 
Some day I’d like to offer her a 
thousand dollars for her saddle 
horse just to see what she would 
do. . * - 

I was riding Royal Flicka whose 
grandsire was imported straight 
from England and I guess the ar¬ 
gument over which is the better 
horse will go on forever. 

We started out with the cattle 
and madp Bill Shield’s place that 
day ear® Grandma rode The Lily 
of the Vall?y back home from 
there to get the truck load of feed 
I left the cattle by the gate and 
i ode up to the corral. Little Vein 
Shield was there, struggling to get 
a bridle on an old horse. I said 
"Hi Vern, how ar^,,you.” Vern js 
four or five years old and shy so 
he didn’t answer for awhile and 
then he says "This is Croppy”, and 
sure enough the old horses ears 
were missin’. 

When the truck came Vern and 
I rode out to feed the cattle. I 
scattered about 30 oat bundles on 
the ground and Vern was strug¬ 
gling to keep old Croppy’s head up 
I said "Let him eat", so with a lit 
tie more rein that t old saddle bronc 
was sure enjoying himself among 
the cattle and oat bundles. As I 
went up to the corral to talk to 
Bill I noticed little Vern’s heels 
beating out a tattoo on the old 
broncs sides but T didn't realize 
what Ji,ttle control that wee boy 
had over that old hoss. 1 noticed 
Bill kept a-watchin’ the .cattle but 
stockmen always do that and I 
never realized until Bill said "I 
guess Vein is having trouble get¬ 
ting that old horse away from the 
cattle and the feed." And sure 
enough Vern's little feet were still 
a beating out a tattoo on that old 
bronc’s sides. 

It's real tough. Vern, to ride a 
bronc with both your hands and 
feet working on Ijim and not get¬ 
ting anywhere. Well, Bill went 
down and look old Croppy by the 
whiskers and led him away with 
Vern smiling happily now. I won¬ 
der, Bill, how many times you can 
lead Vern out of trouble just that 
easy. 

The second day we trucked the 
Lily of the Valley to the Shield 
place and rode from there. We 
made , the Slick Up Hereford 
Rnnch' that night and loaded two 
calves and a cow in the truck to 
give us more traction. But the 
next morning Grandma and I got 
down on our knees to put on 
chains over the ground grips It 
is a mean job for cowboys who are 
cold and wet to get down and put 
chains on an old truck. But Grand 
nia is a tough gal and we are tak¬ 
ing our “Bar Reverse BF" cows 
tc the community pasture and a- 
ridtng the best saddle broncs in 
the west. 

We slipped right long until wo 
came to a bad spot by Kiemoles 
and then we had another real big 
argument only it wasnt about the 
Lily of the Valley and Royal Iflic- 
ka now. It was, should we stay on 
the road and maybe tip the truck 
over, cows and calves and all in 
Kiemele's slough or try the ap¬ 
proach into Gilbert Vooy's pasture. 
Grandma said stay on the road 
and I said get in on the grass. She 
said that the truck couldn't make 
it on the grass but I claimed that 
with Royal Flicka pulling on the 
bumper with a double lariat that 
we would get off the road. Well 
we tried but that old truck just 
couldn't make it and it broke 
down. Grandma will never know if 
she could have made it with the 
truck through Kiemele’s slough 

But it sure was a fine spot lo 
unload the cows and raj>»»<r'tmus<* 
they didn't have far to step down. 

Grandma and I were sure wet at 
that point and it was snowing 
some. The water ran down our 
legs and into our rubber hoots. It 
sure was squashy when we stuck 
cur feet in the stirrups. 

Then we had a pow-wow on 
wha{ to do and Grandma rod * 
back to Milo to phone about the 
kids. The Lily of the Valley was 
sttll steppin’ high but she sun- 
protested. I told Grandma to hold 
her down to a jog because a brok¬ 


en leg sure would hurt when you 
are soggy wet and it was certain 
that no one else would be on the 
road that night. 

Royal Flicka and I started on 
with thirty cows and those little 
new oorn calves. When those little 
calves layed down in the buck 
brush I had to get real rough with 
them to wake them up and push 
them on. It was along this angling 
trail through Vooy’s pasture that 
I got to thinking that Wilf Cart¬ 
er should.be gagged or shot when 
he starts to yodel and sing about 
the happy carefree life of a cow¬ 
boy, 

I left the cows at the lease gate 
dnd it was black dark. I kept 
wondering if- Grandma or I would 
get pneumonia but neither of us 
did and those thoroughbred mares 
are as pert and saucy as ever.
